SCHEDULE A
GENERAL PROJECT INFORMATION

Description ofProject ‘1
STATEMENT OF PROBLEM/NEED: The Town of Merrimack is bordered by the communities ofNashua, Amherst, Bedford,
Manchester, Hollis, and Litchfield. There are four state roads that traverse through Merrimack: Daniel Webster Highway, FE.
Everett Turnpike, Route 10 lÀ, and Continental Boulevard. The population of Menirnack is approximately 30,000 residents. The
town has 46 establishments that are licensed to serve or sell alcohol, and 22 of those establishments are bars or restaurants.

Impaired motorists typically are traveling after drinking at establishments located in Merrimack or at the numerous bars or restaurants
located in Manchester to the north and Nashua to the south. Many of these establishments, such as Chili’s, Texas Roadhouse, Skyy
Lounge, Pizzeria Uno’s, and The 99 Restaurant and Pub, are located on the town border. The Town of Bedford has an adult
entertainment center: Mark’s Showplace located on Daniel Webster Highway, just over the town line.

The problem of impaired driving is most prevalent Friday, Saturday, and holidays between the horns of 9:00 PM-3:00 AM.

Although statistics show a decrease in DWI arrests over the last three years, this can, in part, be attributed to the fact that the Merrimack
Police Department has made a concerted effort to address the problem through conducting overtime patrols funded by the Nil Highway
Safety Agency. Additional funds are needed in order for the police department to continue to establish enforcement efforts. Without
this continued effort, additional dedicated enforcement will not be conducted and the infractions will surely increase.

PROPOSED SOLUTION: In an effort to combat the DWI problem, the Merrimack Police Department will hire, on an off-duty basis,

officers who have completed training in the identification of intoxicated drivers. These fully trained officers will conduct one-man

DWI enforcement patrols (20 6-hour shifts) on those evenings (Friday, Saturday, and holidays) and during those times (9:00 PM-3:O0

AM) when the drunk driver is felt to be most prevalent. One DWI patrol will be conducted during the NHTSA “Drunk Driving.

Over the Limit. Under Arrest” mobilization scheduled for August 13 through September 1, 2014. Primary emphasis will be

placed on apprehending the drunk driver; however, adherence to all traffic laws, including the state’s occupant protection law, will be

monitored and enforced. It is understood that these patrols will be conducted on an overtime basis and officers will be pnid at

their overtime (1.5) rate for work exceeding their normal 40 hours per week. Pnrt-time officers will be paid at their normal

hourly rate.

ANTICIPATED RESULTS: The roads of Merrimack will become safer for all motorists and pedestrians. A higher police presence

will show that the police department is working toward making the roads a safer avenue for everyone. It is anticipated that for each

six (6) hour patrol conducted that one (1) DWI arrest will be made.

ADDITIONAL CONTRACT CONDITIONS: It is agreed that “Overtime Selective Traffic Enforcement Program Report” forms (115-

200) will be completed for each patrol and submitted to the NH Highway Safety Agency along with requests for reimbursement.

New Hampshire’s Child Passenger Safety law is a primary law. A driver should be stopped for violating RSA 265:107-a which

requires that all vehicle occupants under the age of 18 riding in a motor vehicle must be restrained and properly fastened in a safety

belt and children under the age of 6 must be restrained and properly secured in an approved child passenger safety seat. It is agreed

that whenever a stop is made during a patrol supported by this agreement, action will be taken to enforce the state’s child passenger

safety law.

The recipient of these funds is encouraged to provide programs to encourage the use of safety belts by all drivers and passengers in

motor vehicles (23 U.S.C. 1200.11 (a)(d)) and to adopt and enforce seat belt use policies for employees operating company-owned,

rented, or personally-owned vehicles when performing official business.

CHILD PASSENGER SAFETY LAW

RSA 265:107-a requires that ALL PERSONS under the age of 18 riding in a
motor vehicle must be restrained and properly fastened in a safety belt.

However, children under the age of 6 years and 55” in height must be restrained
and properly secured in an approved child passenger safety seat.

Any driver who violates the provisions of this law shall be guilty of a violation
and subject to a tine.

INSTRUCTIONS

Enforcement of the child passenger restraint law is included as a part of ALL overtime selective traffic enforcement projects
(including speed enforcement, DWI enforcement, sobriety checkpoints, etc.) funded by the NH Highway Safety Agency.
Therefore, whenever a stop is made during any overtime enforcement patrol involving a vehicle driver or passenger who is underthe age of 18, a visual check will be made to determine if there is a violation of the child passenger restraint law. The total numberof visual checks will be recorded. If a child safety seat, booster seat, or seat belt is not being used properly, the action taken(warning or summons) must be indicated in the appropriate column.

ADDENDUM TO THE APPLICATION FOR HIGHWAY SAFETY PROJECT GRANT

PROJECT REPORTS: It is agreed that quarterly reports will be made to the NH Highway Safety Agency for one year summarizing the
progress being made in implementing the project and identifying any problems being encountered. A final report will be made upon
completion of the project. Monthly reports will be submitted within 20 days of the project termination date.

PROJECT TERMS: All purchases and expenditures under this project will be subject to audit procedures satisfactory to Federal regulations.
It is understood that no monies provided under this project will be used for the replacement of any existing equipment which currently meets

Federal Highway Safety Standards. If any existing equipment is sold or traded during the project period, in order to reduce the actual outlay
of funds for equipment which is provided under this project, the proceeds will be applied in pro-rated amounts to the Federal and local shares
of the costs of the project.

PROCUREMENT AND EQUIPMENT COST: State agencies receiving federal funds for the purchase of equipment are required to process
orders through the Division of Plant and Property Management in accordance with state regulations. Items of equipment requiring testing
and certification to verify their accuracy (i.e. breath testing devices and traffic control radar) must be selected from the State approved
devices.

EQUIPMENT: Equipment acquired under this agreement for use in highway safety program areas shall be used and kept in operation for
highway safety purposes by the State; or the State, by formal agreement with appropriate officials of a political subdivision or State agency.
shall cause such equipment to be used and kept in operation for highway safety purposea (23 CRF 1200.21).

PROJECT INVENTORY: An inventory of each item of equipment having a useful life of more than two years and a cost of five thousand
dollars ($5,000.00) or more will be provided to the NH Highway Safety Agency during the period in which it is in use. Before such
equipment is disposed of, either by trade-in or write-off, authorization will be obtained from the Highway Safety Agency, acting as agent for
the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration.

PROJECT CREDIT: All publications, public information or publicity released in conjunction with this project shall state that “this project is
being supported in part through a grant from the NH Highway Safety Agency with federal funds provided by the National Highway Traffic
Safety Administration, US Department of Transportation”, or words to that effect.

AUDIT REPORTS: The grantee agrees to provide the NH Highway Safety Agency with a copy of the audit report including this project
which was conducted under provisions of Circular A-I 33 - Audit of State and Local Govemments and Non-Profit Organizations.
